That  this  furniture  is  fine,  there  can  be  no  question.  In  fact,  in  their 
various  classes  the  pieces  can  not  be  excelled  for  quality  and  condition. 
The  range  of  variety  is  wide,  embracing  almost  all  of  the  types  of  cabinet- 
work executed  in  this  country,  and  the  furniture  as  a  whole  has  a  distinc- 
tive New  England  flavor.  A  number  of  panelled  and  decorated  chests  of 
the  "Connecticut"  type  in  quartered  oak  will  arouse  much  interest.  Perhaps 
most  noticeable  of  all  are  the  mirrors,  a  splendid  and  richly  varied  group, 
exhibiting  most  of  the  popular  types,  and  including  a  pair  of  the  so-called 
Bilboa  or  marble-framed  mirrors.
